merce, resigned his posi¬ 
tions yesterday, effective 
June 1. 


Chamber President Ken¬ 
neth M. Cook accepted the 
resignation “with regret, 
saying Beritzhoffs “knowl¬ 
edge of the community and 
dedication to its improve¬ 
ment are assets that the 
chamber will sorely miss. 

There was no reason giv¬ 
en for the resignation by 
Beritzhoff in his letter to 
Cook and the chamber. 


Cook said an immediate 
search for a successor will 
be launched. 


Beritzhoff joined the 
staff of the chamber in 
1954, assuming leadership 
in a variety of departmen¬ 
tal activities. 

tn 1962 he left to serve as 
administrator to Oakland 
Mayor John C. Houlihan, 
returning to the chamber 
in 1966. He then acted as 
legislative lobbyist unti
